Fu- 
gene N. Foss in office for a second 
term. 

* returns gave Foss, Democrat, 
210,622; Frothingham, Republican, 
202.888. Fos plurality, 7734. 

Last year the same districts gave 
Foss, Democrat, 201,324; Draper, Re- 
publican, 167,497. 

The margin of victory today was 
the narrowest in years and for hours 
after the close of the polls the re- 
sult hung in the balance. Republi- 
cans refused to concede the defeat of 
Licut.-Gov. Louis A. Frothingham 
late tonight, and it was intimated that 
a State-wide recount might be neces- 
sary. 
In the —Republican campaign 
speeches orators urged Frothingham’'s 
election on the ground that the na- 
tional administration should be sup- 
ported in its tariff policy, and that a

created. 

Gompers in the mam indorsed the 
commissioners’ plan for insuring ral 
road employees against accident, but 
when he took up the question of ad- 
ministration he advanced a theory 
that did not meet the approval of 
some of the commission. He insist- 
ed that the tribunal should consist 
of three members, one of whom 
should represent the employers and 
another the employees, while the 
third should be a physician of stand- 
ing chosen by the other two. 

The commission has not formulated 
a provision covering this important 
part of the law, but Senator Suther- 
land and Representative Moon indi- 
cate a decided leaning toward the 
selection of award boards by the Fed- 
eral courts. 

Mr. Sutherland pointed out that 
Mr. Gomper’s plans would be in effect 
a system of arbitration. He said the 
third man of the board would be the 
arbiter, while the other two would 


be mere attorneys for the two sides. 


Mr. Gompers would not agree that 
any one man should have the selection 
of arbiters. 

“To confer this authority on the 
courts is equivalent to saying that the 
eourts are not governed by politics 
and I am not sure that this is always 
the case,” he 4. 

He hastened to add that he did 
not believe that as a rule the courts 
were prompted by improper motives, 
but said that the environments and 
education of most judges were suc 
as to render them incapable of c 
rectly determining questions affecting 
ind life. 

H. E. Core, vice-chairman of the 
joint board of the eastern Pennsyl- 
vania lines for the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive and Firemen and Engine- 
men, urged that the entire burden of 
damages be borne by the railroads.

SENTENCE STAY FOR HENWOOD. 


Colorado Supreme Court Will Hear 

Motion For New Trial of Man Who 

Killed Balloonist. 

[BY A. F. NIGHT’ WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

DENVER (Colo.) Nov. 
State Supreme Court granted a writ of 
supersedeas today to Frank H. Hen- 
wood, convicted of second degree mur- 
der for the killing of George E. Cope- 
land, a Cripple Creek smelter man, 
in the bar-room of a local hotel last 
May. Copeland, a bystander, was 
struck by two of the five bullets fired 
by Henwood at 8. IL. Von Phul, the 
St. Louis balloonist, whom he 
killed. Henwood was tried first on 
the Copeland charge and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 
Sensational charges of prejudice on 
the part of the court and allegations 
that powerful political influence had 
been brought to bear in the trial in 
order to further the interests of John 
W. Springer, a leading Denver banker, 
in his divorce action, which grew out 
of revelations following the shooting 
ot Von Phul, were contained in Hen- 
wood's application to the Supreme 
Court. 

The writ will serve as a stay of sen- 
tence until the Supreme Court can 
hear Henwood's application for a new 
trial on its merits.

Besides all these there are the clerks and other help in our banks, real 
estate offices, hotels, law offices, doctors’ offices, and the army engaged in the 
performance of the multitudinous “uptown” business of our city. These doubt- 
less represent 7000 more persons of voting age, male and female.

Harriman Lays Hands on Old 
Man at a Meeting. 


Beside Himself Because of 
Too Pointed Questions. 


Socialist Apologizes for His| 


“Loss of Temper. 


White with anger because he had 
been closely questiored about the 
Socialist policies he advocates, Job 
Harriman, Socialist candidate for 
Mayor, attempted to eject Capt. J. 0.

Astounded, the old man did not re- 
sist and Harriman shoved him down 
the aisle toward the doorway at the 
head of the stairs. Harriman seemed 
beside himself with anger. 

When it appeared that he Intended 
to put Capt. Hawley out, men rose in 
the audience and shouted to him to 


stop. Several said they would not 


permit any further misconduct. 

Iarriman desisted, choking with 
anger and returned to the speaking 
Place to resume hie talk. 

In disgust about half the audience 
rose and followed Capt. Hawley out. 

After he recovered some composure 
Harriman apologized for his action 
saying he had “lost his temper” be- 
eause of the ardor with which he has 
conducted his campaign and the con- 
sequent nervous strain. 

Although Harriman ts not a robust 
man. the old man he set upon in 
anger weighs less than 100 pounds. 
He is highly regarded by his neigh- 
bors and there was no offense either 
in his tone or his question.

Vilson’s property, and that, accord- 
ing to the status given her by the 
Americans as a deserting wife, she 


had no legal right to his wealth 
This was brought out with empha- 
sis in the arguments of the attorneys 
for the Irish claimante when the case 
was submitted to Judge Rives in Sep- 
tember. but counsel for the Americans 
held that the point was not at issue 
and that hie clients’ relationship had 
been established beyond a doubt. 
The case made necessary a num- 
‘ber of night sessions of the Probate 
Court, owing to the presence of wit- 
nesses from Australis, New Zealand 
and other foreign countries, and who 
were anxious to return home at the

DANGEROUS 
IN A CORNER. 


CONSTABLE’S TONGUE SHARPER 
THAN PITCHFORK, 


Hypnotic Eye and Glib Talk Turn 
Rage to Tears and Rebellion 
to Submission—Infurtated Rancher 
With Record Chases Officer Who, 
at Bay, Turns Defeat to Victory. 


Cornered Uke a rat in a cage, Con- 
stable George Lyons saved his skin 
from being punctured with a pitch- 
fork in the hands of an infuriated 
rancher at Latin Station, yesterday 
morning, by talking the rustic from 
rage to tears and into complete sub- 
mission, to an accompaniment of 
hypnotic passes, which would have 
made a professional jealous. 

Wallace Nay, the rancher, previous- 
ly had given Superintendent Zimmer 
of the Society. for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, such a severe 
beating when he endeavored to arrest 
him that the officer was obliged to ge- 
cure treatment at a hospital for 
wounds on the head and in the face. 
Officer Fullerton, who accompanied 
Zimmer, escaped a similiar fate by 
doing a marathon to thé nesrest 
ranchhouse, a mile away. 

Lyons went to Nay’s ranch yester- 
day, accompanied by Fullerton, to ar- 
rest him on a charge of assault and 
battery. Lyons is one officer with po- 
lice authority in Los Angeles township 
who never totes a gun. He prefers 
to stand the chance of being worsted, 
rather than shoot in a momeat of ex- 
citement. His lack of a weapon in 
yesterday's sceance, put him in 
jeopardy for a time, but in all prob- 
ability saved a killing in the end. 

Nay, infuriated by the second visit 
of the peace officers to his ranch 
within a week, charged Lyons with a 
piteh-fork. Lyons fied around a shed, 
but was stopped by a high barbed- 


wire fence, which stretched on three 
sides of the field. 

Caught, with no chance of escape, 
Lyons took a position against the shed 
wall and when the rancher reached 
a point about three feet from him, 
Lyons threw out both arms, pointed 
his fingers at him and began talking 
in the fashion of a hypnotist. The 
novelty of the action startied the 
farmer and he stopped his weapon 
within a foot from Lyons’s body. 

For ten minutes Lyons talked and 
the rancher stood libound. The 


Constable urged fay to be a 
eaceful citizen, and obey the 
aws. He quoted scripture to the 


rancher, and exhorted him to cast out 
the murderous intent in his heart and 
eubmit to arrest. 

“It h’aint justice, though'’—sobbed 
Nay, the tears rolling down his cheeks. 
The rest was easy for Lyons. He 
took Nay by the hand and siapped 
him on the shoulder. 
the piteh-fork from the ranchman’s 
giant paw and before the latter had 
realized it, had exacted a promise 
from him that he would go, unat- 
tended to Lyons's office in the Court- 
house. Lyons then bid Nay adieu 
and drove back to the city with Of-

Lyons arrived at his office shortly 


after noon, and scarcely an hour later 
Nay walked in and gave himself up. 
His case will be set today by Justice 
Summerfield for trial.

Wilt Be Paid Semi-Annually. 
Bonds Will Be Exempt from Ali 
Taxes and Dutics. 


Postmaster Harrison has received 
information from the Postoffice De- 
partment that depositors of the postal 
savings system may exchange the 
whole or a part of their deposits on 
January 1, for United States registered 
or coupon bonds, in denominations 
of $20, $100 and $500, bearing inter- 
est at the rate of 2% per cent. per 
annum, payable semi-annually and 
redeemable at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment after one year from date of 
issue, both principal and interest pay- 
able twenty years from that date in 
gold coin. 

These bonds are exempt from all 
taxes or duties of the United States, as 
well as from taxation in any form by 
or under State, municipal or local au- 
thority. Applications for the con- 
version of deposits into bonds January 
1, 1912, must be received before De- 
cember 15, by the Postmaster at the 
depository office where the certificates 
were issued. 

Postal savings deposits converted 
into bonds are not counted as a part 
ot the maximum of $500 allowed one

“The Sherman act has brought 
about results that nobody anticipated. 
One was the indietment of a prominent 
manufacturer of Torrington, which 
might have sent him to jail, and 
would have, if the judge who sen- 
tenced him, had not been satisfied that 
he had acted according to the advice 
of his lawyer. 

“A statute ought to be so plain that 
a lawyer, at least, can tell what it 
means. The Sherman act is not of 
that kind. I presume that it has al- 
ready cost over $2,000,000 to find out 
from the courts just what it forbids. 
They have been siow in telling ua, 
but within the last year they have 
told us that it does not forbid a rea- 
sonable restriction of trade or pro- 
duction. This is what the common 
law provided; but the United States 
has not got any common law, and so 
they thought best to pass this statute. 

“It gives a tremendous power to the 
President of the United States. He 
can direct a prosecution, and he can 
prohibit a prosecution. He can do 
both one after the other. A few years 
ago the President directed a prosecu- 
tion against the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company 
under the Sherman act. It shook 
public confidence in the management 
of the company a good deal. After 
a few months he had the case with- 
drawn.
